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Clovelly is one of the most ’delightfully picturesque 
villages on the N ^rth Devon coast. It practically consists 
of one steep and irregular street, with charming little 
cottages along its sides, the whole occupying a species of 
rift or ravine in the thicklv wooded cliffs. *The street leads 
down to a tiny cove, where a short pier has been' con¬ 
structed, forming a small harbour. 
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
